trine. He contended that the Monroe 
Doctrine waa aimply one of national eelf 
preservation, and said that if the invas- 
ion of South American republics by 
Great Britain will endanger the welfare

in any way, we should apply this doc- 
trine and resent her action with alt the 
atrcncth and resource of a mighty na- 
tion. We must be the exclusive judges 
of when the doctrine is to be applied. 


He thought, however, that it would 


be ample time to act when the Venezue- 
lan commission ehall have reported, and 
aaid: "If we shall then determine that 
the action of Great Britain in acquiring 
territory in Venezuela will imperil our 
government by imperiling the rights of 
Venezuela, it will be our duty to mar- 
ahal all the reserve of our people to 
resist tiie threatened or actual invasion.

CIXCINXATI, February 7.— Although _it 


is just one week since the decapitated 
body of Pearl Bryan was found near Fort 
Thomas, Ky,, tbere has been more ex- 
citement today over the tragedy here and 
in the Kentucky suburbs than on any 
previous day. Scott Jackson and Alonzo 
Walling, tbe suspects who were room-.. 
tnates'wtiiie attending' the Oliio Dental 
college, have been confessing against 
each other all day. They were exam- 
ined separately and together. When 
they are confronted, face to face, with 
each others' confessions, they call each 
other Hard and exhibit murderous feat- 
ing towarJ each other. All efforts have 
been directed today to (hiding Pearl 
Bryan's head. In the aeries of confes- 
sions Juckson says Walling carried it in 
a valise to the Covington suspension 
bridge and he thinks Walling throw it 
in tbe river, or be might have crrriud it 
with him to his home at Hamilton and 
thrown it from the Miami bridtte at that 
place but Jackson says ho did. not go 
with his roommate on these trips and 
cannot tell just where ho left the heud. 


Walling flays ho had nothing to do

The 
governor has been informed of the sin- 
nature ot the act, BO that he is fully 
aware that it is the law of the land from 
this moment. The federal authorities, 
however, are disposed to do everything 
in their power tu assist in the execution 
of the law if the governor should find 
it beyond tiie unaided ability of the ter- 
ritory officers to prevent the fight in the 
territory. 


To this end, the governor may, after 


he has satisfied himeiilf that his local 
forces are insufficient to meet the case, 
call upon the United States marshal for 
assistance and tho latter in turn may 
avail himself of tbe services of all the 
United States troops in the department 
of Colorado, if that many are necessary,
